Recent inundations Leave Many 
‘People Starving in the Streets. 





Collapse of Church Kills Eight Per- 
sons—Thirty Emigrants Swept Into 
the Sea—Famishing Citizens Eat- 
ing Decayed Foodstuffs — Damage 
ls Enormous—Estimated at Four 
Million Dotlars—Bodies Recovered. 


Malaga, Oct. 1.—Tho test dis- 
tress is everywhere provalent as a re- 
sult of the storms and floods of last 
week. The Government with difficulty 
is preventing famished persons. seiz- 
ing and cating decayed foodstuffs that 
have been thrown out by storckeepera. 
The work of clearing away the foul- 
smelling mud left in the streets by 
the floods is being pushed ‘rapidly. 
Many bodies have been found in the 
mud. A band of emigrants which was 
encamped on a quay the night of the 
flood awaiting a steamer has not bee 
pec Get moat po os 
members shed. damage done 
by flood ees at $3,800,000. A 
number of stores were ruined. A num- 
ber of steamers arriving here reported 
having seen a number of bodies float- 
ing in the bay. These are believed to 
be some of the emigrants who were 
washed off the quay; and who num- 
bered more than thirty. A‘ church 
and three houses at Benamerrara, a 
town twenty miles from this place, 
collapsed, killing eight persons.

CHINA RESISTING JAPAN. 


Complete Deadlock Over Affairs tn 
Manchuria, 

Pekin, Oct. 1—There has been a

Show Big Falling Off as Compared 
With Last Year. 

Ottawa, Oct. 1.—The Department of 
Trade and Commerce has received 
from Mr. C. Castle of Winnipeg, a 
statement of the shipments of grain 
by ‘vessels from Fort William and 
Port Arthur from the opening of navi- 
gation, April 29, 1907, to Aug. 31, 1907, 
and also for the crop year of 1906, 
which is from Sept. 1, 1906, to Aug. 31, 
1907, 


From April 29 to Aug. 31 last, there 
. was carried in adian vessels from 
these ports 20,721,617 bushels, and in 
foreign yesscls 5,833,069 bushels, mak- 
ing a total of 26,599,686 bushels of 
wheat. : 

For the crop year 1906, Canadian 
vessels. carried 51,719,%2 bushels. 
There was in store on Aug. SI, 1906, 
507,574 bushels. and on Aug. 31, 1907, 
6.460.919 bushels, an increase of 5,933,- 
545 bushels of wheat. .

The Japanese Trouble. 
—_—-—- a4 

* Sir Wilfrid: Laurier has not been 
successful in tho evasion and post- 
ponement of the Japaneses trouble. 
As Mr. Borden, addressing a gteat 
mecting in’ {Vancouyer, reminded the 
people Sir Wilfrid is himself largely 
to blame for tho present, condition 
of things. In his last campaign be- 
fore he took offico, Sir Wilfrid was 
asked to‘announce his policy on 
‘Asiatic. immigration into — British 
Columbia, and his’ Government 
would carry out the wishes. of that 
Province. Sir Wilfrid fas , made 
many vague promises since. hut the 
Western men never nsw what they 
Mhad: to expect, While they have 
been entertained by anti-Japancss 
Acclarations {rom members“of the 
Laurier Government and members 
supporting it, they have found the 
administrations encouraging the cvils 
which it promised to abolish, 

For ton years the Lauricr Govorn- 
ment allowed ‘Canada to remain 
outside the treaty betworn Britain 
and Japan. Until last January tho 
treaty did-hot-give the Japanese tho 
right to settle in this country. Then 
‘on the motion of Sir Wilfrid C him- 
self it was ena¢ted at Ottawa that 
Japanese should have the samo right 
as any other people to supply the 
fabour market of Canada. - Mean- 
while the Legislature of British 
Columbis repeatedly passed “tho 
Natal “Act” excluding Aslatic forcign- 
ers, and the Government at Ot- 
tawa as often refused to permit that 
law to go into effect. The Govern- 
ment yoted down an amendment to 
the Grand Trunk Pacific contract 
providing that ‘Asiatic labour should 
not be employed in construction. In 
every way Sir Wilfrid and his col- 
leagues have been pro-Japanesc at 
Ottawa and at London, while 
they have been feriously anti-Japan- 
eso at \Vancourer and Victoria. 

The ‘Trades and Labor Congress 
pat Winnipeg brought Sir Wilfrid 
i the ring-boit last week, by a peremp- 
tory message demanding that he 
should take steps to abrogate 
the treaty in regard to Canada, 
which a few months ago Sir Wilfrid 
made applicable to Canada. The 
Premicr took several days to con- 
sider and then informed the Con- 
gresx that he would have an inquiry 
made into the whole question of 
Oricntal immigration. The Govern-

The latest announcement sade is 
that Japancse will now be admittcd 
only when they haye passports from 
the Government of Japan. whereby 
it ix claimed that tho ‘immigration 
from Hawaii will be stopped. This 
simple plan gocs into eficct a few 
months too Jate, for the Jast ship- 
load of Japanese from ‘Honolulu 
completes the contract under which 
somc 6,000 have-been brought to 
this country.

THE CARE OF GOLDFISH. 


Simple Ruley For Kesping Finny Pets 
ih Good Health. 

Gollfish should be kept in a broad 
mouthed glass vessel—a vessel with 
straight sides Is best—which should 
always be nearly full of .water, says 
the Chicago News. A few shells and 
a small quantity of gravel should be 
put Into the vessel, Many persons are 
in the habit of dropping breadcrumbs 
In the water for the fish to eat, but 
that is very bad for them, as the bread 
soon sours. Itegularly prepared fish 
food may be had, which should be giv- 
en to thein every day or two. It is a 
ood plan, too, to keep a plece of wa- 
ter weed In the jar. 1t will grow float- 
ing on the water, and the fish like to 


nibble at it. - ~EG.., 
The water should be ‘changed at 


least twice a week, and it should be 
siphoned out, not poured. The best 
way to do this is to use a piece of rub- 
ber tubing, say, elghteen inches Jong. 
Put one ead into the water and the 
other end in your mouth. After suck- 
ing the water partly up in the tubing, 
grasp the Jatter tightly with-our 
thumb and finger, take the end out of 
your mouth and, still holding it tightly, 
drop It Into the vessel Into which the 
water Is to be drained, which sbould 
be lower than the fish jar. The water 
will at once begin to flow and will con- 
tinue to do so as long agthe drain end

Iced Chocolate, a French Punch and a 

Delicious Pineapple Lemonade 
Now’s the day and now's the hour 
when the cooling draft is sought for. 
Fruit drinks that are novel are espe- 
clally desired. Iced chocolate is rather 
unfamillar, ‘and is -perhaps more 
nourishing than the other recipes here 
offered to fill'a wide felt demand: 

Iced Chocolate.—This beverage is so 
generally served bot that the cool sum- 
mer drink is far less famlllar than 
{t should be. ‘When carefully made 
and served it is delicious as well-as 
wholesome, and can be safely recom- 
mended for delicate children and eld- 
erly people. “Put one ounce of un- 
Sweetened chocolate into a saucepan 
and pour on {ft gradually one pint of 
bolling water, stirring all the time. 
Put the saucepan on the fire and stir 
until the chocolate Is all dissolved. 
then add granulated sugar to taste and 
stir until it begins to boil. Cook for 
three minutes longer without stirrin;:, 
then strain and cool. Add one tea- 
spoonful df vanilla extract, bottle and 
store In a cool place. When needed 
put two tablespoonfuls of crushed ice 
in a tumbler, and two tablespoonfuls 
of whipped cream, one gill of milk and 
half a gill of carbonic or apollinaris 
water. Stir thoroughly before drink- 
ing. 

Tea Punch.—While fresh fruits are 
always preferable, canned berries and 
Pineapple may be substituted. Steep 
two gencrous teaspoonfuls of tea In 
two quarts of water-for five minutes. 
Then strain and add one pound of 
lump svgar, stirring until thoroughly 
dissolved. Grate the peel of elzht 
food sized lemons and extract all the 
juice. * Cut three: oranges ihto slices, 
shred one pineapple, slice five bananas 
Yery thin, and hull one pint of straw- 
berries. When the tea Is cold add the 
frult and let-stand In the refrigerator 
for sseveral hours. Place a cube of 
fice in the punch bowl; pour the mix- 
tures around St. When chilled serve in 
punch glasses, To get the best re- 
sults from the pineapple peel and re- 
move the eyes, tear apart with x sil- 
ver fork, reject the cores, soriile 
with sugar, and Jet ft stand - the 
ice for twelve hours. 

A French Punch.—The French are 
noted for their delicate and delicious 
drinks. A favorite Yar'sian recipe 
calls for five pounds of raisins, five 
pounds of dricd apples and five gal- 
tons of water. Put all together In a 
small carthen Jar and let stand uncoy- 
ered for three days, stirring occasion- 
ally from the bottom. At the end of 
that time bottle, with half‘n teaspoon- 
ful of sugar and a stick of cinnamon 
in each bottle. Cork tightly and store 
in a cool place, The frults having fer- 
mented the drink will keep for 2 con, 
siderable length of time and 1s reall; 
delicious when rerved cold. It Is 
claimed that over 50,000,000 gallons of 
this punch were drunk fn France In a 
single year, 

Pineapple Lemonade.—Pineappte tem- 
onade’ is refreshing and !s~prepared 
with very Uttle trouble. Pare and 
state n ripe pineapple; add the juice 
of four or five lemons and a sirup 
made by boiling together for a few 
minutes two cups of sugar and the 
same quantity of water.

HABITS OF SPID OF SPIDERS. 


“Do These Insects Sleep?” Is Not an 
Easy Questien to Answer. 

The question, “Do spiders sleep at 
night?” Is not easy to answer. I have 
made a careful observation of the sleep 
of ants, and that could readily be done 
by watching colonics in their artificial 
formicaries. It is almost impossible 
to deal with spiders {n the same way. 
I would answer, however, In gencral 
terms that spiders sleep, as all animals 
do, and doubtless parts of the night 
are spent In slumber. Many species, 
however, prey on the night fylnug In- 
sects, and so must be awake In onler 
to catch their prey. If you will watch 
the porch or outbuildings of your home 
on 2 summer evening you will be likely 
to sce an orb weaving spider drop 
slowly down on a single thread In the 
gathering dusk of the evening. From 
thls beginning a round web will soon 
be spun, and either hanging at the 
center thereof or in a Httle nest above 
and at one side fs the architect. with 
forefeet clasping what we call the 
“trap Hine” and waiting for some night, 
fying Insect to strike the xnure. In 
this position spidera will sometimes 
wait for hours, aud it Is Just possible: 
that they may then take a little nap 
They might easily do that and yet not 
lose their game, for the ngitation of the 
web would rouse the sleeper, and then 
It would run down the trap line and se- 
cure Its prey, Sete species of spiders 
do the chief part of thelr hunting at 
night, and there are some who chietly 
hunt during the day: but, as a rule, 
these Industrious animals work bork 
day and night.

Very Few N. Y. Murderers Pay Pen- 
alty In Electric Chair. 

New York, Oct. 3—On an average 

240 murders are committed in New 

York City every year. 


murders, 

Thirty-three alleged murderers are 
brought fo trial. > 
Twenty convictions result. 
Two of the convicted men are sen- 
tenced to death. 
Three others receive life sentences. 
A murder in New York City stands 
a chance of 1 in 100 of escaping the 
penalty of his crime. 
In the first 25 years of the ninc- 
teenth century there were only two 
unsolved murder cases in New York. 
From 1900 to the present day there 
have been over 300 unsolved murder 
cases in New York City. 
These figures were furnished by 
William C. Clemons, the criminolog- 
ist, in a talk to the members of the 
een Council, National Union, on 
T y night. The causes, Mr. 
Clemons says, are inefficient and ig- 
norant detectives, men who are ex- 
cellent patrolmen, but who know no- 
thing of the science of tracing crime 
and criminals. * 
Besides the known murders in this 
city every year, he says there are at 
least 26 which are never heard of. 
These take place in every walk of life 
and are usually accompanied “by the 
use of poisons, although frequently 
a knife or a pistol inflicts a d 
wound, members of the family 
conceal the facts. Appendicitis, heart 
failure or some similar cause is mark- 
ed down as the medium of death.

The ravages of the plague In Italy, 
where it came In the track of the wat 
of the Guelphs and Ghibellines, wat 
particularly disastrous to mankind, It 
raged with terrible fury in) Naples, 
whete 60,000 persons are sald to have 
dicd. It fell upon Pisa, and seven out 
of every ten perished. It utterly anc 
forever destroyed the prosperity of 
Slena. Florence also suffered severely, 
while 100,000 of the inhabitants of 
Venice were literally wiped off the 
face of the earch. From Italy it moved 
into France, where the mortality wat 
almost as great. In Paris alone 50,00 
people dicd from it. One of the moses 
features presented by the history 
the black death was the cruel persecu 
tion It aroused against the Jews. They 
were supposed to have Infected the ali 
in somne mysterious manner, and they 
were accused of having’ poisoned ‘the 
wells and springs. In Strassburg 2,00€ 
of then were baried alive in their own 
burial ground. 

The order of the Flagellanto arose 
at this time, coming from the belief, 
that the sins of the world had at last 
brought down the wrath of heaven. It 
was the beginning of the so called 
hundred years’ war that carried the 
black death Inta England, where io 
Tondon its victims numbered” 100,000. 
When at last the plague had worked 
its ravages It doubled back orer ity 
course to disappear In the cast. Later 
on it appeared again in Engiand, 
first nmong the soldiers of Richmond

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PRIMITIVE ANCHORS. 
Stones and Wooden Tubes Filled With 

Lead First Used. 

There appear to be two ideas which 
have led up to the Invention of the 
modern anchor—first, that of attach- 
ing the vessel by means of a rope 
or chain to a welght sutfliciently heavy 
to keep the vessel from moving when 
the welgbt bas sunk to the bottom of 
the sea, and, second, that of using a 
hook instead of or In addition to the 
welght, so as to catch In the bottom. 
The English rd anchor Is practical 
ly the same @s,the Latin ancora and 
the Greek angkura, meaning “that 
which has an angle,” from the root 
ank, bent. 

The earliest anchors made on the 
hook principle probably only had one 
fluke instead of two. In the “Sussex 
Archaell, Coll.” there is an Illustration 
of what has been surmised to be an 
anchog made ont of the natural forked 
branch of a tree. It was found with 
an ancient British carce at Burpham, 
Sussex. There fs In the British muse- 
um an Interesting leaden anchor with 
two flukes bearing a Greck inseriy- 
tion. Its date Is about 50B: C. and It 
Was found off the, coast of Cyreng._ 

The Invention of the anchor with 
two fickes fs attribated by Puusarius 
to. Midas, by Pliny to Eupalamas and 
by Strabo to Anacharsis.. Dlodorus 
Siculus sthtcs that the first anchors

Australia’s New Tariff to Be 
Higher Than Last Year. 


Some Lines of Industries Will Be Af- 
fected—Trade on the Whole Will

Ottawa, Oct. 5.—A report received 
at the Trade and Commerce Depart 
ment from Mr. J. S. Larke, the Cana- 
dian agent ct Sydney, gives details 
as to Australia’s trade returns for 
1906. The total imports for 1906 
amounted to £44,729,500 and the total 
exports were £69,737,761. The re- 
markable feature of the year’s trade, 
says Mr. Larke. is the increase in 
exports, which have nearly doubled 
im ten years. The increases have 
been mostly in exports to the United 
Kingdom and to the British colonies. 
The new tariff, he notes, will, be high- 
er than that in force last year,-and 
will affect some lines of industries, 
but not greatly Canada’s trade wi 
Australia as a whole. The Common- 
wealth, he adds, will be compelled to 
import the chief lines it now receives.

Taifor’s Shop in Jewish Quarter Burned Out faints 
Leaped From Window in Night Attire—iNien Badly

Toronto, Oct. 7.—One woman and 
one child are dead, and two men may 
die owing to burns, suffocation and 
shock sustained at a fire which broke 
out in Aaron Ormstzin’s tailor shop 
at 156 York street, shortly after 3 

o'clock Sunday morning. The dead 
are his wife and 5-year-old girl, the 
latter dying soon after being removed 
to the hospital, and the woman about 
1 o'clock this morning. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, 
but it originated in the rear of the 
store, above where the victims were 
sleeping. The building is a three- 
storey brick, in the heart of the Jewish 
business quarter. 

Ormstein, who had been at work 
cleaning up his shop for the week-end, 
was awakened by fumes of smoke in 
his room at the rear of the first floor 
of the building. - He endeavored to 
arouse the remaining 11 irimates. 

Just what did happen’ during the 
next few minutes it is hard to say. 
One story is that he, with his 3-year- 
old boy, clambered upstairs, and that 
he aroused two young women in the 
third floor back room, and asked them 
to save the child. They tried to get 
the mattress and pillows from the bed 
throuch the window, but could. not, 
and then, frightened, they leaped 20 
feet or more to the metal roof.of a 
shed. Whether QOrmstein then threw 
= child to the girls below to catch, 
and then jumped, or whether he got 
down again to his own room and then 
out of the window, is not certain, but 
the four were found in the yard in 
the rear by firemen, the girls in scant 
attire. while Ormstein was partly 
dressed.

MOONLIGHT IN MUSIC.

Story of w Beethoven Created His! 
onderful Sonata. 

Beethoren’s famous composition, the 
“Moonlight Sonata,” Is said to have 
been composed under the following cir- 
cumstances: 

One evening as Beethoven and a 
friend were hurrying through the 
streets of Bonn they beard the famil- 
lar notes of the “Sonata In F." Some- 
thing in the musician's touch attract! 
the attention of Becthoven, and be 
stopped and Iistened. Suddenly the 
music stopped, and the despairing 
words of the musician came to them 
through the open window, “Ob, if I 
could but hear some really food mu- 
sicilan play this wonderfal piece!” and 
the words ended In a sob. 

“Let us go in,” said Beethoven. They 
entered and found the player 2 young 
girl, poor and blind. DBecthoven sat 
down at the old harpsichord and play- 
ed as ‘he had never played before. Ills 
listeners were spellbound. “Teil us,” 
they hegred, “who are you?” For an- 
swer he played the opening bars in the 
“Sonata In_ F." “It is Beethoven!" 
they exclainied In awe and admiration. 

Suddenly the candle flickered |) and 
went out. ~ Beethoven ceased playing | 
and bowed his bead upon his hand. ! 
Ilis friend threw open the shutters. A 
food of beautiful moonlight entered 
the room, Its transfiguring light touch- 
cd up the poor old Instrument and rest- 
ed upon the noble figure bowed before 
it. The profound silence was broken 
at last by the musician, who sald: “Lis- 
ten. I will improvise a sonata to the 
moonlight.” Then was created this won- 
derful sonata, beginning In a sad, ten- 
der movement, the embodiment in 
sound of the gentle moanlight transfig- 
uring and glorifying the dark carth. 

Suddenly the musie ceased, and with 
a brief farewell Beethoven hurried 
home to put upon paper this famous 
composition.

*_ It has been said that the history of 
a nation is written in its churches, 
and this applies to Canada as to oth- 
er lands. Among our jan

If you and I go camping 
a few miles from home where we en- 
counter only the gentle sheep and cat- 
tle of some friendly rancher, it does 
‘not’ make much difference where we 
sleep. We open, out camp cota at 
any position. But when we are in 
the woods far away from the nearcst 
railroad station, wn we hie away 
to the lair of the bear and the treach- 
erous wildcat, then we hug close ‘to 
the campfire and have the magazines 
of our guns well filled with cartridges, 
for there ia danger lurking on every 
hand. Now, in this journey. of life 
We must meet dur moral and spirit- 
ual dangers. In our first halting place 
away from home do we find ourselves 
Prepared .to resist those dgngers? If 
not, then had we not better go back 
where we can’ supply our spiritual 
deficiencies? 


We have only traveled our first day's 
journey, We will wait for you a day.

Butler, Pa., Oct. 7.—An explosion 
in No. 1 cupola of the Standard Steel 
Co, here ide: Satunlay ni night caused 
the denth of four men, fatally injured 
twenty and scriovely injured ten oth 
ers. Nearly all the men were for. 
eigners. large wheel plant, 150 
by 100 fect, was demolished, causin: 
a loss estimated at $100,000. - 

The'condition pf the thirty men in- 
jured is Nitiable. The features of a 
majority are mutilated beyond recog- 
nition. The hot mctal was showered 
over ‘them, causing” horrible injuries, 
and at ‘midnight the physicians at- 
tending them said that at least twenty 
would die: : 

The explosion was caused by the up- 
s¢tting of a metal pot in the cupola, 
which contained 5,000 pounds of mol- 
ten metal ready for casting. A span 
of the pot broke, allowing the liquid 
iron fo spill over the wet sand. An ex- 
plosion followed so quickly that none 
of the workmen in the building-had a 
chance to escape. Streams of the burn- 
ing metal poured out on the workmen, 
some of whom were engulfed and liter- 
ally cooked. Twenty men near the 
cupola had every shred of clothing 
blown off by the force of the explo- 
sion. Many were buried under the 
wreckage, and’ were not rescued for an 
hour after the catastrophe. .

Tangier, Oct. 7.—Advices received 
here from Mazagan give details of the | 
recent important success for Mulai 
Hatig, brother of Sultan Abd-el-Aziz,

The Sultan, it appears, sent a num 
ber of machine guns, 3,000 rifles and 
1,000,000 caugtridges to Mazagan for the 
use of the imperial troops which were 
destined to operate against Hafig’s 
forees. 

About midnight Oct. 3 one of Ha: 

e's general succeeded in entering 
agan, seizing all the war muni- 
us of the Sultan and despatching 
» to the headquarters of Mulai 
ifafig, one of whose armies is under- 
stood to be approaching Fez, the Mo 
rocean capital. 

All the native and many of the for- 
eign reports agree that the movement 
headed by Hafig is arousing national 
enthusiasm throughout the empire. 
Abd-el-Aziz; jn the meanwhile, is ap- 
parently hemmed in at Rabat. Hy 
preparations to entertain the French 
minister, M. Reguault, and the Span- 
ish minister, are regarded as mainly 
intended to further his efforts to ob- 
tain a loan of $2,000,000, which, it is 
said, instead of being used to pay the 
troops, would be devoted to carrying 
on the Sultan’s campaign against his 
yepular rival, Mulai Hafig.

Whe 1s Trying to Aid Wormen*and 
Children Wage Earners. 





* Though ‘times have been. good! for 


‘years, the number of women and chil- 
dren who have been compelled to: work 
for wages bas steadily increased. In 
thousands of homes the head of the 
family does not appear to be able to 
obtain enough for his labor to support 
those who ‘are dependent upon bin. 
‘The wives qnd children of many such 
mén goto work In stores-and fas 
tories. — ; 

It Is because the question of woman 
and child labor has assumed disquiet- 
ing proportions in this country that 
President Roosevelt commissioned Mrs.

An 
unbleached quality that costs not more 
than 3 cents ayant Is quite ax good 
for general use 2s more expensive fab-

The best kind of dishcloths are made 
of ft. The material shoul! be douljed, 
raw edges turned In and stitchef on 
the machine. This will wear and be. 
cause It cleans so casily is mest sani- 
tary for warm weather In that it will 
hot become saturated and smell of 
frease. Rinsing in soap and water 
will be all that is necessary for cleaus- 
Ing. 

For nice furniture it is the best kind 
of cloth for cleaning, and all cabinet: 
makers keep three seta for work. The 
first is used for applying the oil. the 
second to rub it cff, and the third ts 
the polisher. Similar treatment for 
dining room tables will keep theni in 
the pink of condition, 

Cheesecloth will save the dally use, 
of an eggs In boiled coffee merely by 
having small bags of the cotton kept 
in the kitchen. Tut the grounds Into 
one and twist the.top around tigtit 
with thread, a spool of which should 
be handy for the purpose. The same 
bag may be used many tlmés, There 
is nothing In the cleaning Hne for 
which & Is not good. ‘ 

Windows and mirrors will never 
have.a speck of nt on their shining 
surface if cheesccioth ts used, and for 
all kinds of work It will be found In- 
valuable. A bag made of it should al- 
ways be kept In the kitcben for strain. 
ink soups. 

Tissue paper is another valuable 
housshold asset that all housekeepers 
do not a late. All of it that 
comes into the house should be saved. 
Molstened with alcohol it polishes mir- 
‘rors to perfection, and even dry will 
make them shine. Silver, all bard 
woods used for furniture and steel, 
also brass, if not badly tarnished, wil 
respond immediately to treatmesit 
with tissue paper, and for packing of 
all kluds it is most useful, Lace, alk 
aud all ribbon should always be ironed 
between two layers of it, for the’ ma- 
terials will not then be shiny.

St.“Thomas, Oct. 9.—Murray Ste 
phens, former Wabash engineer, was 


found guilty on two counts of willfi 
negligence of duty at the Assizes h¢re 
last evening, in failing to. stop his 
train on approaching the diamo 
crossing east of the city. aes 
. Two lives were lost and several in- 
jured Aug. 25 in the collision, which 
tesulted between C. P. R.-Wabash 
trains at that time. ~ 

The grand jury have confidence that 
Stephens is not personally to blame, 
but that the railway company is to 
blame, and they are therefore peti- 
tioning for mercy. 

The company’s timetable, they point 
out, shows that to New Saram is 51-4 
miles from St. Thomas and that there 
are two stops—at the Pere Marquette 
crossing and the C. P. R. diarnond— 
and that without ‘theseystops it takes 
ten minutes to make the run, The

The engineer, in a statement, said 
that he .never knew of a case in 13 
years where a passenger train came 
to a full'stop at this crossing. “On 
the fatal day,” he declares, “I saw 
the home signal was sect in my favor 
and. I never stopped to look for any- 
thing coming. I was running then at 
about a mile a minute, shoving right 
through! to make up my time.” 

Crown Prosecutor Davidson in pre- 
senting the ease to the jury explain- 
ed that eyery railway man who 
neglects his duty and endangers life 
is, under the statute, guiity of acrim- 
inal act: Ht does not matter whether 
any one i3 injured or not, as long as 
an employe neglects to perform a duty 
that efidangers life he is guilty of 
an indictable offence. The crown 
prosecutor proceeded to explain the 
in regard to the collision, and 
explained to the “jury the location 
and character of the. diamond cross- 


ing where the collision occurred. He 


* explained the duty of the engineer 
* to stop at ajl level crossings, and as 
- well that there was a distance sema- 


phore, and the home semaphore sect 
against the defendant's train, but that 
the train did not stop.

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A Summer Dish For Winter Time. 

Fried tomatoes are a luxury that 
comparatively few honsewires can af- 
ford to serve during the winter months, 
yet If they will follow this old Mary- 
Jand recipe this dish may be enjoyed 
on the coldest days of the year as ensi- 
ly as in the middle of summer, says 
the Delineator. To accomplish this 
feat, however, the tomatoes :nust first 
be cooked in the summer, when they 
are plentiful. Sclect the large, frm 
tomatoes and fry them just as you 
would if you fntended them for im- 
mediate service. Then pack them In 
medium sized stone jars while still 
hot and pour a rather thick coating of 
warm lard over them until they bare 
been completely covered. When the 
lard has cooled thoroughly corer the 
jars first with ‘a cloth and then rather 
thickly with paper and Iet them stand 
ip a cool, dry place until required. 
When you desire to serve them re- 
more the slices carefully, relieve them 
of any superfiuous lard and then warm 
by dryidg slightly. They will prove 
every bit as delicious as when freshly 
fried.

CANADA MUST CHOOSE. 


Encourage Either British or Oriental 
Ummigrants, Says Kipling. 


aVictoria. B. C., Oct. 1).-Dudyard 
Kipling, in an address to the Cana- 
dian Club Monday, took up the prob- 
lem of immigration, and promised that 
on his return he would embody his 
views on Canzda in some form, 

He made a contrast of the happy 
condition of Canadian people ‘with 
that of those in India, and pointed 
out the difference between Oriental 
and continental European  immigra- 
tion, and that of British origin. 

The immigranfs first named regard- 
ed Jaw as a monster. They were born 
in fear and reared in the panic ne- 
cvasary to the race. U 

“IP is not necessary,” continued 
Mr, Kipling, “to evolve an elaborate 
scheme of education to instruct the 
immigrant from Great Britain how 
to talk the English language or to 
teach his children the rudiments of 
citizenship. He knows that he may 
have to learn much and to unlearn 
much, but at least he will have the 
game powers and possibilities as your- 
selves and follow the same ideas even 
as your fathers did along linca that 
you know well. He seeks only room 
to develop his powers and his capabili- 
ties, and this room, I cohecive, is of- 
fered in your rast ‘Dominion. 

“Tt is possible that in your strength 
you may think that this is not an 
urgent question, bat the time is com- 
ing when you will have to choose be- 
tween the desired reinforcements of 
your own stock and blood and the 
undesired of racés to whom you are 
strangers, whose speech you €o not 
understand, and from whose instincts 
and traditions you are separated by 
thousanda of years — that is your 
choice.

FRUIT WILL BE SCARCE. 


Report of Agricultural Department on 
Crops In Ontario. 


Rain was not frequent enough for } 
the best conditions during the sum- 
mer, says the August crop bulletin 
.of the pepanment of Agriculture. The 
report es up the various crops ia 
detail. Fall wheat turned out much 
better than was anticipated, while 
there will be a fair yield of the spring 
wheat. Tarley constitutes the best 
cereal crop of the year, while oats is 
the very poorest. The yicld will be 
about «three-fourths that of recent 
years, but the pan will be light in 
weight and hardly up to the mark in 
quality. As a result of winter killing 
of clover the hay crop will be the 
poorest in many yeags. The nay) is, 
however, of superior quality. rly 

> beans will be a light crop, but late 
pected one will give a fair yield. 
ould good growing weather con- 
tinue and corn esespe early autumn. 
frosts the yicld wili be 2 good one. 
Potatoes are rather small in size; 
blicht has appeared in some sections. 

The report contains an estimate of 

~ the aversge yields per acre in Ontario 
of various grains for 1907, as follows: 
Fall wheat, 22:1 bushels; spring wheat, 
17.3 bushels; barley, 27.9 bushels; 
oats, 30.4 bushels; peas, 21 bushels; 
beans, 17.2 bushels; rye, 15.6 bushels; 
hay and clover, 1.18 tons. In 1903 
* the.crop of Ontario fall wheat was 18.- 
£41,744 bushtls, or 23.9 acre; of 
spring wheat, 3.267,000 bushcls, or 13 
per acre; of barley, 25,253,011 bushels, 
or 27.6 an acre; of oats, 23,341,455 
bushels, or 39.9 -an xcre; of hay, 
4,634,625 tons. or 1.53 tons an acre; 
rye. 1,327,582 bushels, or 16.6 an acre. 

The present year has not been a 
fruit season ang the yields of all sorts 
are below the average. Apples and 
pears will be about a half crop, Plums 
swill be Sat a will Bay ihe 
poorest of fruits and grapes the 
most plentiful. ‘

‘value of 18 carats, cannot Iegally be 
called solid if hinge, hook or pin ix 
not 10 carat gold, while another pin of 
10 carats throughout, though of much 
less Intrinsic value than that of 10 car- 
ats, is legally “solid go'd.” This law 
‘was made to protect the manufacturinz 
jewelers against the makers and sell- 
ers of “phony” jewelry and has been 
heartily indorsed by the legitimate 
trade all over the United States. 

“It is a law which we have long 
needed,” said a St. Louk wholesale 
jeweler, “but solld gold Is a misnomer, 
and I for one should be very giad to 
see the term abandoned and the valve 
stamp used In its place. Commercially 
speaking, there never was such a thing 
as ‘solid gold"—at least not for th: 
last 200 or 300 years. Some of the 
ancient jewelry of the Roman and the 
renalssroce periods was made of pure 
gold, worked up by hand with the 
crudest tools, and that is, of course, of 
far greater valpe on account of the 
purity of the material as well as Its 
quaint and beautiful workmanship and 
fits antiquity than any modern products 
of the goldsmith’s art. 

“But alloy bas been used to a con- 
stantly increasinz- extent sinpec, be- 
cause jewelers found Abat the harier 
the gold was rendered by good alloy 
the greater its wearing qualitics and 
the more secure, therefore, the setting 
of the gems It contained. Our jewe!ry 
now is of 18, 14 or 10 carats, accontinz 
to the design and character of the er- 
ticle, and It is much more frequenty 
10 than 18° * 3 

“The law requires us to mark on the 

article itself or on the card to which 
it Is attached the exnct ralce of the 
gold in all the parts, just as the food 
manufacturers are now ‘oblige! to 
state the ingredicats of the package on 
the label, and a heavy peralty Is at- 
tached to the use of the words ‘rolid 
fold’ if any part of the article contsins 
less than 10 carats of geld. 
*“There is a bill now being prepared 
to be introduced at the next Congress 
to abolish the use of this tern) and 
substitute, the carat stamp for it, and 
Loth wholesale and retail. jewelers 
over the country will work hard for 
its passage. We belleve the term ix 
calculated to deceive, even when fully 
explaincd. This bill, if passed, will re- 
quire manufacturers to stamp all guid 
articles with the nember of carats 
registered. Half a carat will be al- 
lowed for errors, but the manufactcr- 
er will have to see that the gold comes 
Within this Mmit. This would be a 
great help to the buying public as well 
as to us, for then everybody could sce 
zt once what he is getting and there 
would not be so many chances for a 
comeback at us.” .

Are Always Optimists. 

They always have been optimists, 
the Canadians. This is partly the ef- 
fect of their climate—hard, bracing. 
sunny, dry—and partly the result of 
their recent struggles with nature. 
They are stardy, sanguine, eager: ac 
customed to surmount obstacles, to 
do things for themselves. The better 
kind of English immigrant is soon in- 
fected: by the Canadian spirit. Of all 
with whom T talked { can recall very 
few who were not looking on~the 
bricht side. 

Naturally these immensely energetic, 
optimistic people are annoyed that 
England should know so little about 
their country. Nearly everyone I 
talked with on this point told me 
about the letter written, from the 
Lond Chamberlain's oflicfto a British 
Peeress who’ wished to’“present’” a 
girl from Montreal, It told her lady- 
ship to communicate with the United 
States Embassy ! 

Canada Has Choice. 

Yet another popular ancedote tells 
how an old gentloman in England met 
aman from Ontario, and said he had 
n son out there, but later on correct- 
ed himself, and said it was Oregon 
he meant. That sort af stupidity is 
particularly galling to people who 
cannot be worse insulted than to be 
confused with, or even likened ‘to, 
the inhabitants of the United States. 
It is hant to believe that there was 
ever any real movement in favor of 
Canada joiniig the American Union. 
Lucky for England that the McKinley 
tariff killed it dead! Canada has now 
the choice between remaining in the 
British Empire and ultimately becom. 
ing its leading state, or of founding - 
another Republic ‘on* the American 
continent. The spirit of nationalism, 
of which the Canadian clubs’ in all 
large centres are a significant sign, 
is too strong to admit of any meaner 
destiny. The queation is, Are we go- 
ing to offer Canada any inducement 
to take the former course?

If a telegrapher considers himself 
overtaxed his complaint must be 
carefully ~ considered, and if well 
granted. 

The question of holidays caused a 
lot of trouble. Holidays remain as 
they were, three weeks for train de: 
spatchers, and two weeks for tele- 
staphers, if they have been four years 
or more in the company’s service. 

Remuneration was increased 14 per 
cent. all around, on the basis of the 
present minimum wages, which run 
from $45 to $50 per month. This 
means an annual increase, roughly 
speaking of $175,000 to $200,000 per 
annum. 

The new schedule of wages becomes 
effective Oct. 1.

“Jake Sunfield went into the box 
yesterday morning and testified in 
his own defence.

Saiilt Ste. Maric, Mich., Oct. 15.— 
Water was turned into the new chan- 
nel of the St. Mary’s River at the 
West Neebish on Sunday, marking th 
completion of one of the biggest p' 
jects undertaken ori the great lak 
since the building of the Poe lock: 
The new channel is over two miles in. 
length, 9,000 feet of which is cut 
through solid rock. The channel is 
3,000 feet in width, with a depth at 
minimum stage ‘of water of 23 feet. 
It will not be formally opened to na- 
vigation until spring. The project has 
cost upwards of $3,000,000. 

It is located 18 miles below the 
Soo, and lies to the west of Neebish 
Island, the present channel being to 
the east of the island. This old chan- 
nel will hereafter be used solely for 
upbound boats, the heavily-laden 
downbound craft using the new vetter- 
way, which has none of the sharp 
turns which are c&ibarrassing-to the 
modern 600-foot freighter.

Town Practically Annihilated—40,000 
Kegs of Powder Blew Up—Shock 
Felt Two Hundrod Miles Away— 
Whole Business Blocks Destroyed 
—Wreckage Caught Fire — Scene 
Guarded by Soldiers, 


Fontanet, Ind., Oct. 16.—Fontanet 
Was practically destroyed yesterday 
by the explosion of the plant of the 
Dupont Powder Co. The dead num- 
ber from 25 to 50. More than 600 
persons were injured, and every 
building in the town was wholly or 
partially leveled to the ground. 

Where stood a thriving and busy. 
town of 1,000 people, last night there 
was ruin and scattered wreckage. 

The dead and more seriously in- 
ured have been taken away. Five 

undred inhabitants, all more or less 
, remain to gather their scat-

Without warning, the powder mills, 
seven in number, blew up at 9.15 yes- 
terday morning.

Farmhouses two miles away and 
schoolhouses equally distant were 
torn to pieces and their’ occupants 
injured. A passenger train on the 
Big Four Railroad, four miles away, 
had every coach window broken, and 
several passengers were injured by 
fiying glass. 

Wreckage In Flames. 

The mills went up with three dis- 
tinct explosions, following 90 minutea 
later by a fourth, even more serious 
than the others, when the magazine 
went up. Immediately following the 
explosions the wreckage caught fire, 
and the inhabitanjsof the town, who 
to the rescue of the mill em- 

loyes, were powerless to aid those 

the ruins. They worked frantical- 
ly, in constant danger from possible 
succeeding explosions, unmindful of 
their ruined homes. Dead and dying 
were consumed. Eighteen 
burned and mangled, were carted to 
& protected spot to await identifica- 
tion, while the badly injured, num- 


ies, 


bering upward of 50, were put on a 
special train and were taken to Terre 
Haute. x 
The mills were located one mile 
south of the town. With the first 
explosion the employes ran for safe- 
ty, but most of them were killed or 
wounded by the quick following ex- 
losions in the.other mills. When the 
heat from the burning mills explod- 
ed the giant powder magazine, prac- 
tically destroying the town by the 
concussion, many of those éngaged in 
rescue work were badly injured and 
several killed. 
Churches In Ruin. 
Among the buildings totally de- 
stroyed in the town were the Metho- 
dist and Christian churches, the de- 
pot, all business blocks including a 
large block-just completed, a large 
warehouse and 509 homes. In many 
of them the fronts were blown away, 
while in others the roofs were torn 
off, the side blown out or ther were 
left a confused mass of collapsed 
wreckage. 
School Buildings Destroyed. 
Three school buildings were destroy- 
ed, two at Fontanet, and one at 
Coalbluff, two miles away. All were 
filled with school children, and every 
one of them were more or less injured 
by the collapse of the buildings. 
A four-room schoolhouse was torn 
to pieces and not one of the two hun- 
dred children escaped unhurt. None 
were fatally hurt. The school building 
at Coalbluff was turned over and col- 
lapsed. The teacher and 90 pupils 
were more or less injured. 
The force of the explosion destroy- 
od all telephone communication with 
outside towns, and it was with great 
difficulty that aid was summoned. 
Hurried .Aid to injured. 
Terre Haute and Brazil sent phy- 
sicians and nursea with supplies in 
carriages and automobiles across the 
country, while special trains were 
made up and run over the Big Four 
Railroad for the care of the injured. 
Governor Hanly at Indianapolis or- 
dered the Terre Haute Company of 
the Indiana National Guard here to 
patrol the ruined district, and pro- 
tect life and property. The governor 
nrrived laxt evening about the time 
the: soldiers reached here. He brought 
with him seven hundred tents and 
cots for the uso of the homeless.

Sixteen-Persons Killed and imany iInjured—Train 


Crew’s Disregard of Standing Order Caused the 
Disaster -Was Bound From Scotland to Bristol 
—Cars Were Mass of Tangled Wreckage. 





Shrewsbury, Eng., Oct. 16.—A train 
made up of passenger coaches, bound 
from Scotland and the North of Eng- 
land to Bristol, left the rails as it 
was entering the station here at an 
early hour yesterday morning. Six- 
teen persons, including ten passen> 
gers, were killed, and many others 
were injured. 

The London & Northwestern Rail- 
road, on which the train was running, 
curves Goyal as it nears Shrews- 
bury,.and there is a standing order 
that the engincers must not exceed a 
speed of ten miles an hour at that 
point. 

Disregard of the order is believed 
to have been the cause of the acci- 
dent. The engine, and all the cars 
with the exception of the last one, 
left the rails, and when the officials 
from the railroad station reached the 
spot, the cars were a tangled mass of 
wreckage, beneath: which were the 


bodies of the dead and tke injured- 


Fortunately, the wreck did not edtch 
fire, and the doctors and salvage 
crews, who soon reached the secne, 
did not have this added danger to 
fight in the darkness and pouring 
rain, which, however, retarded the 
several hours 
elapsed before the last body was tuk- 


‘en out.

Viomen as Aldermen. 

From. England comes the following 
little comment anent the recent bill to 
admit women to sit as aldermen and 
councillors: 

The bill to enable women to sit as 
aldermen and councillors on county 
and borough councils has revived all 
the usual arguments for and against 
women serving on public bodies. It 
is regarded as likely to promote the 
suffragist movement, and some even 
see in it the paving of the way to 
women sitting in parliament and upon 
the bench at assizes. It does not 
seem likely that the bill will be pass- 
ed this session, in spite of the Gov- 
ermment’s intentions to this effect; 
“but if it does it is not likely to lead 
to any of these results. Women are 
already elegible for election on boards 
of guardians, paript “councils, and 
school boards, and if the ratepayers 
do not want women on the larger 
councils they would’ have simply to 
say so at the polling booths. In all 
probability it would be found that 
{women'‘are more disposed ‘to be care- 
ful of the ratepayers’ interests than 
men. In any case there is nothing 
very convincing in all the objections 
urged agninst their cerving upon: lo- 
eal public bodies, which, in many 
cases, are not so perfect as to be 
imnermeahla to imnravermant.

The large waves 
struck at 9.12; the height of the dis- 
turbance was at 9.18 and the vibra- 
tions continued till 10.45, The vibra- 
tions exceeded the scale of the instru- 
ment at both sides, which happens 
whenever there is a Lig earthquake. 

“The earthquake must be between 
3,000 and 3,500 miles away, and is 
presumably south from here,” said 
an observatory official.

Commercial Messages May Now 
Be Sent by Wireless. 





Another Stride In the World's Pro- 
gress—Regular Service Across the 
Atlantic Inaugurated Yesterday— 
Operators Were Kept Busy—Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier Sends Greeting 
to Peopls of Great Britain. 


Sydney, N. 8., Oct. 18.—Yesterday 
afternoon the system of wireless trans- 
Atlantic communication passed from 
its experimental stage in a formal an- 
nouncement made by the inventor to 
& practical basis and for the first time 
in the history of the world messages 
are being transmitted and received 
to and from England, commercially. 

The formal opening of the station 
here was attended by no especial 
function, nor was there any actual 
demonstration’ made in test of the 
service. *From early morning Mr. 
Marconi is said to have transmitted 
= all between five and ten thousand

We are now prepared to accept a 


Of 
course,” he,said, “‘you must not con- 
fuse to-day’s event with that of three 
Years ago, when the first message was 
flashed across the ocean. To-day we 
are merely throwing open our doors 
to the public-and inaugurating the 
work for which our company was 
formed, 

“Three years ago our messages 
were directed to the crowned heads of 
Europe. There is no need of that 
now. Indeed the bulk of our messages 
todlay emanated from the more im- 
portant newspapers of the world. 

“One message, however, addres: 
to the British people from the Pre- 
mier of C: was sent, while two 
have been received. from the Cana- 
dian commissioner in London. I am 
not jtted to give the text of 
these messages, though I may say they 
are ail of a congratulatory nature and 
all emphasize the great benefit ac- 
eruing to the Empire by reason of 
the successful operation of our sys- 
tem.” z 

Mr .Marconi then returned to the 
operati 
regret at, because of the great. 
amount of work to go through, he 
would be unable to further speak of 
the day’s happenings. Early in the 
afternoon the guests invi to at- 
tend the opening, together with the 
press representatives, began to arrive 
at the towers, and at 2.30 the whole 
party conducted by the manager of 
the station, Mr. Vyvyan, set out on o 
tovr of inspection.

No one was allowed to actually en- 
ter the operating room, although the 
party were permitted to view through 
a window the work going on within. 
Marconi, assisted by another opera- 
tor, could be-sten seated at a table, 
alternately receiving and transmitting 
messages. Simultaneously with the 
pressing of the key of the transmit 
ting instrument a blinding flash of 
blue finme was seen to be given off 
from 4 contrivance situated at the 
far end of the room, while a tearing 
sound not unlike the twanging of a 
deep bass string answered the hi 
ns it traversed the wires overhead. 
The messages were recorded by meang 
o! c uzagnctic telephone receiver fast 
ened to the head of the operator and 
connected to the receiving appareies 
of the station. After an half hour’s 
wait the inventor appeared and pub- 
licty gave utterance to the announce- 
ment previously given.

Captain Bernier Reaches Quebec 
With the Steamer Arctic. : 


Months—Telis of Strange People in Kemote .Parts 
af the Dominion—Canadian Flag Hoisted on 
Northern Islands—Saw Many Whales.

Quebec, Oct. 21.—Capt. Bernier, whe } 


returned Saturday from the polar 
seas, has brought back many interest- 
ing tales of life and adventure from 
the Arctic circle. At Pond’s Inlet, 
where the expedition wintered, two 
Esquimaux, who had picked up a lit- 
tle English from visiting whalers, 
were taken on board the Arctic as 
interpreters, but no inhabitants were 
found farther north than Lancaster 
*and Jones Sounds. 

These Esquimaux inhabiting the 
many northern islands taken posses- 
sion of for Canada by Capt. Bernier, 
live almost ehtirely upon the Are- 
tic seals, their diet being only varied 
by. any fish that they may catch. 

eir houses and hyacks are made of 
sealskins, and so is their clothing, 
and they use the fat and oil for light 
and fuel. In some localities only 
musk-oxen and reindeer are found es- 
pecially on Melville Island. 

Polar bears are abundant in many 
of the waters visited by the expedi- 
tion, living upon-the icebergs and the 
ice-covered shores of the mainland 
and island. Thick fog frequently 
shuts the hunter out from’. seeing” 
seen at onc time 
from the Arctic in Resolution Bay, 
though, unfortunately, they could not 
be followed, for the ship had all she

> Longest Year on Record, 

The year B.C. 4G, by order of Julius 
Caesar, the then reigning Roman em- 
peror, contained 445 days. To clear 
away all the confusion which had pre- 
viously existed in reconciling the lunar 
with the solar year, Caesar, with the 
help of Sosigenes, an Alexandrian as- 
tronomer, undertook a thorougt reform 
of the calendar. He effected it by 
making the year now called 46 B. C., 
“the year of confusjon,” consist of 445 
days and the succeeding years of 365 
days, with the exception of erery 
fourth year, which was to consist of 
363. This method Is called the Jullan 
calendar, 

The number of daysxin the months 
from January’ to December before 
Caesar's time had been respectively 2, 
28 31, 29, 31, 29, 31, 29, 20, 32, 20, 29, 
These numbers Caesar changed to 31 
and 30 alternately, with the exception 
of February, which was to hare 29 In 
ordinary years and 30 In leap years. 
In honor of himself he changed to 
Jaly the name of the month that fol- 
lowed June. The poatiffs In applying 
the Julian calendar went wrong by In- 
serting leap year every three years .n- 
stead of every four years, and this 
continued till the year now called $ 
B.C, when the Emperor Augustus 
ordalicd there should be no Jeap year 
for twelve. rs, which. made lIcap 
year occur in 4A. D. At the same 
time Augustus gate his own name to 
the month following July, adding one 
day to It, which he took away from 
February.

RIVER OF SALT WATER. 


Flows. Inland tn a Greek Island and 
Then Disappears. 

One of the most curious phenomena 
of geography is found ‘on the southern 
coast of the island of Cephalonia, near 
Greece. It is a stream of salt water 
which for an unknown period has left 
the almost tideless sea and flowed In- 
land with considerable volume. 

The sea enters the land at’ four 
polnts where the coast fs practically on 
a level with the salt water surface. 
The four initial streams unite to form 
the ttle river that dows inland In a 
broken rocky channel until it finally 
disappears in the Mmestone rock and 
sinks into the carth. 

This inland flow has continued al- 
most certainly for several centuries. 





It is far too great for removal by evap-- 


oration, chemical combination or even 
physical absorption by pores or cav- 
erns In the ks. What becomes of 
the water t fs constantly flowing 
inland and disappears finally in the 
fissures that have opened in the lime- 
stone? 

‘The question has been the subject of 
much study, but no conclusive answer 
has been given. It Is probable t@at 
there is an underground channel! which 
carries the water back into the sea at 
no great depth below the surface. The 
constant influx of salt water at Cepha- 
lonia Is duplicated as far as Is known 
at no other point of the world. 4

_ The signal given, a lever Is pulled 
and a dull noise is.-hearnl.

There fs a blinding blue fash, and at 
each pressure on the key sparks nearly 
two feet In length start from between 
the two silvery Lalls of the Induction 
recl.

These wares expand In space In er- 
ery direction ata of 500,000 kilo- 
meters a second—that is to say, seren 
times the circumference of the earth. 
They are independent of wind and 
temperature antl glide above the sur- 
face of the earth and sea, striking on 
their way the wircless stations that lie 
far beyond the horizon. 

At each blinding flash that accom- 
panies the movement of the key a noise 
like the report of a rifle is heard, It is 
an awe Inspiring spectacle, the In- 
ventor calmly standing there pressing 
the key amid the lightning and the 
thunder. The operator is obliged to 
stuff his ears with wool. It appears, 
howerer, that ‘recently Marcon! has 
found means of doing away with the 
noise almost completely. 


A Big Suit Over a Small Sum. 

A wealthy Frenchman recently bought 
a ticket at a Paris railway terminus, 
but missed the train he Intended to 
take. While walting for the next train, 
which left two hours later, he studied 
the company’s tariff to pass away the 
time. He then fond that he had been 
charged 14 frances 45 centlines, where- 
as the proper fare was only 14 francs 
42 centimes. He asked for his money 
back at the office; but without result. 
An Interview with the station master 
was also unsuccessful, He afterwanl 
wrote a number of letters to the com- 
pany, but received no answer. He 
then commenced an action to recover 
the 3 centimes. He won the action In 


the lower court, but the company toox } 


it to the appeal court, afterwanl to the 
cour de cassation. th courts dis- 
inissed the appeal, and the company 
wes onlered to pay the plaintiff the 3 
centimes. The cost to the company 
amounted to §250 francs, or $1,650.—

Dominions Should Shine in National 
Defence, Says -Deakin. < 
Melbourne, Australia, “Oct. 24.— 
(C. A. P.)—Discussing the preference 
proj , Premier Deakin said the 
recent Imperial Conference ma: i 
clear that no reciprocity was po 
at present with.the Mother Country. 
The present proposals, therefore, of- 
fered the gift of preference as a ten- 
tative one to be extended and adapt- 
ed according to experience, 50 as to 
render it more effective. He strongly 
urged the gift of preference as a 
means of diverting trade from foreign 
to British goods, *as a manifestation 
of attachment to the Mother Country.

the tree and do not cause decay or in- 
jure the tree In any way beyond use- 
lessly consuming a in amount of 
sap, It is possible some of the 
best brooms-are caused by the at- 
tacks of mites which persist In thelr 
occupancy and attack the spring buds

IN RANKS OF LABOR. 


Membership Has Increased—Reports 
at Trace Congress. 

The secrctary-treasurer’s report, pre- 
sented to the Trades and Labor Con- 
gress, showed. an increase of $554 on 
per capita’ tax, and an increase of 
5,330. members. This brings the total 
up to 32,997, representing 515 unions. 
Regret was expressed that there were 
still about 20,000 members of inter- 
national unions unaccounted: for, and 
eflorta are to be made to bring them 
in. The balance in hand at the close 
of the last financial year was $1,774. 
The total receipts during the year were 
$7,474; expenditure, $6.570, and the 
balance now on hand is $904.. The re- 
ceipts increased from $611 in 1869 to 
$7,474 in 1907, and the expenditure 
from $547 to $6,570. Only one charter 
was surrendered during the year.

“No one was more surprised than I 
was,” said Mr. Stevenson to a Morn- 
ing Leader representative, “to see the 
dog rush through the doorway, jump 
oT. on the operating table, and 
wait for me to attend to him. 1 ex- 
pected to see his master follow him 
into the surgery, but no—Master Roy 
had_come alone!" No one, least of 
all a sympathetic veterinary surgeon, 
could resist this mute appeal, and 
without waiting for further develop- 
ments,. Mr. Stevenson picked up a 
bottle of the curative lotion.

The Guards’ Club replaces very 
agreeably all the comforts and con- 
veniences of a mess, but the prices 
which a firstrate and very select club 
is compelled to charge differ sharply 
from those which are possible under 
conditions in barracks.

2 LACROSSE IN AUSTRALIA. 


Canadian’Players Scored by.Adelaide 
“Paper for Rough Play. 


The Adelaide Advertiser in a recent 
issue, says: 

The Canadian lacrosse team sailed 
for Western Australia on Saturday 
after the third test match on the Ade- 
laide oval. For some reasons it is 
just as well they are gone, for if there 
remained further contests to be fought 
here the exceedingly bad temper mani- 
fested on Saturday might have devel- 
oped into bitter feeling, and if in the 
meantime the peacemaker had not in- 
tervened jthe public would have at- 
tended next match in expectation 
of secing a series of fights instead of 
an interesting international contest on 
the lacrosse field. The Canadians are 
accustomed to a rough style of play, 
but some of them in the field on, Sat- 
urday behaved with inexcusable bru- 
tality. 





Unpleasant Incidents. 

A number of unpleasant incidents 
happened during the game for which 
the oversea team were responsible. 
During the first quarter Camplin was 
punished by being ordered off the 
ground for five minutes for a most 
deliberate break of the rules—hitting 
au opponent on the head with his 
Jncrosse. Immediately after Camplin 
left the ground. Grace, another Cana- 
dian, cavght the ball snd threw it 
right amongst the crowd in the south- 
ern stand, as if to manifest his dis- 
agreement with the decision of the re- 
feree, Mr. R. W. Sellars, in penalizing 
Camplin. It is evident that reugh 
play is 2 feature of Canadian lacrosse, 
for the members of the team all wear 
padded caps, pade jerseys, and 
gloves, but in Ar lia followers of 
the pastime 1 it possible to enjoy 
the game without introducing sué¢h 
Touchiness as to yecessitate padding 
for protection.

Th: Unruly Canadian: 

In the secon! half Camplin again 
distinguished himself by coming inte 
collision with Kell, and the latter had 
to defend himself against the unruly 
Canadian. SII later Camplin gave a 
display which ended in his disqualifi- 
cation for the remainder of the match, 
and unfortunatel;: Noblett was in- 
volved, so that he had to pay the same 
penalty. The Canadian purposely 
pushed his lacrosse against the jaw of 
Humphris, and Noblett, who was close 
by. remonstrated with him, saying. 
“Play the game, Camplin: none of 
that.” Camplin replied, “I'll hit you, 
too,”” and he did so. In the cireum- 
lett could not be blamed 
of, and in a few seconds 
the two players, locked in each other’s 
arms, fell to the ground. “The umpire 
whistled “cease play.” the, players 
crowded round the fighters, and two 
troopers cantered up to the spot, but 
the services of the mounted men were 
not required, as Camplin and Noblett 
were separated. The referce immedi- 
ately ordered the men off the field, 
and they retired to their dressing- 
rooms. 

Not Work of Gentlemen.

Provincial Archivist Secures Many 
“Historic Documents tn Europe. 


Alexander Fraser, Provincial Arch- 
ivist of Ontario, who has just return- 
ed from his trip to Great Britain, 
which was made both in the interests 
of the business of his department and 
of his health, is now back at the Par- 
liament Buildings. z 

In connection with the work of his 
department he went over to make a 
general investigation into documenta 
both in London and in Paris, as well 
ns the systems in vogue there for 
grouping documents, classifying and 
filing them for reference with a view 
to their adoption here. He had fur- 
ther various special documenta in 
view, and in particular such as were 
connected with the proclamations and 
the correspondence of the governors 
of Upper Canada who filled this office 
between the years 1791 and 1840; while 
he was f er decply interested in 
the early history -of such men as 
Porter, Hamilton and others who, in 
early days, commanded the forces in 
Upper Canada, at present the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, men of whom we 
know s0 little. 

His especial object in seeking for 
information about these men was to 
get at the personal side of their lives, 
and he sought this from their on 
dants and from their family papers, 
including the dates of their appoint- 
ments, commissions and promotions, 
in order to Iggtite them better and 
that we might know more about them. 
Then he spent considerable time in 
learning how old papers, which had 
been decayed from old age, or from 

damp, or in which the writing had 
betome indistinct, were repaired and 
restored.

{ture heaven as any of the modem 


+ | cities you and I are accustomed to see. 
| He did not think of the New: Jerusa- 
j lem as built upon sand dunes by a 


beautiful harbor, as San Francisco ia 
built beside the lapping waters of the 


| Golden Gate of the Pacific. He did 


| not find it among the waving palms 
and the beautiful flower gardens and 
the orange groves under the shadow 
of the snow-capped mountains of 
Cerseback ond San Bernardino, as is 
Redlands, the most beautiful city of 
all California. He imagined the New 
Jerusalem descending from. heaven 
and ‘alighting on a hill, as the Da- 
vidie capital was upon a hill. Then 
St. John imrgines this celestial cit 
surrounded by a great wall Thoug 
this wall was glittering with myriads 
of precious stones, it was the same 
kind of a wall that encircled the 
capital of the Holy Land, 

Tet us try to. imagine the exterior 
of the celestial capital which we call 
heaven as John saw it in vision. I 
am going to point out to'you some of 
' the chief characteristics of those ce 
At other times we 
may in fancy under the apostle’s guid- 
ance try to enter those gates and roam 
over the golden boulevards and exam- 
ine the architecture of the mansions 
in the skies, but to-day we are going 
to limit our travels and just study 
the outer walls of heaven. It is a 
strange spectacle as the inspired ar- 
tist pictures it. It surpasses in splen- 
dor every wall and portal in the most 
magnificent of -European:or Asiatic 
cities. Sometimes as rists I think 
we pass too quickly thé beautiful carv- 
el doors of the great’ cathedrals of 
Europe or ignore the ‘mighty walls 
of eastern capitals in order to reach 
the centres of the citiés. Let us not 
make this mistake in reference to 
heaven. Let us loiter at least one 
Sabbath day to stady the walls which 
encircle our future celestial habita- 
tion.

But there is another fact which 
ought to impress you about the wall 
of heaven, and that is it has twelve 
swinging pates, and they are all gates 
of pearl.

What do all these gates stand for? 
They mean that God has an unlimited 
number of ways for us to geé into 
heaven. It docs not matter what rate 
we enter by as long as we come 
through a gate sprinkled with Christ's 
blood. And yet there are some peo- 
ple so blinded by sectarian bigotry 
that they think no soul can get into 
heaven except through one gate, and 
that the narrow way of their own 
church door. 
Some time ago I was speaking along 
' this line in my prayer meeting room. 
When I had finished and thrown open 
the service for general discussion, a 
rentleman arose and spoke as follows: 
“I am a Congregational minister. 1 
am “glad to hear your pastor call at- 
tention to the fact that the walls of 
heaven have twelve gates. I am glad 
that I, as a member of a different 
Christian denomination, can meet and 
sing and pray with you tonight.

Bat, thank God, to-night those walls 
are lowered so that we can reach over 
them :and grasp each other’s hands as 
Christian brothers.” 


“Amen! I said to that. But while | for us from the broad walls of 


my brother minister was. talking I 
kept asking myself this question, 
“Have those sectarian’ walls been 
lowered, so much everywhere that all 
churches have ceased to throw brick- 
bats at cach other?” I believe not, 
for when that day comes Lutheran, 
*Episcopalian, Presbyterian, Metho- 
dist, Baptist, Congregational and all 
who worship Christ in spirit and in 
truth will clasp hands in Christian 
love. In that day there will not be 
five or six different churches fighting 
each other in one little village of 500 
inhabitants. There are twelve gates 
t» the walls of heaven, and all those 
gates are of pearl. 

Bat F want you to stady the gor- 
geousness of those glittering walls of 
heaven as well as the twelve gates of 
pearl. Those walls are not made of 
common stones, as are the walls of the 
east. Those stones of: the walls of the 
eastern cities ~were not selected for 
their beauty, but for their strength. 
We can see from the ruins of the old 
Chinese walls and of the Roman walls 
in the ‘northern part of England, which 
were built to keep out the Picts and 
the Scots, that they were not built of 
beautiful stones: The stones were 
lifted out of the quarries and placed 
there to resist armies‘and ‘to last for 
centuries. The walls of heaven are 
hot only strong walls, but they are 
“built”out of the most beautiful of pre 
cious ‘tones, Wherever you examine 
them their- brilliant 
with myriads of flashing lghta-.Never 
did rainbow in the sky have such. 
wonderful mixture of colors as those 
to be found among the precious stones 
which are bailt into the walls of heav- 
en, There in apocalyptic vision’ St. 
John saw’ the jasper, the sapphire, 
the chalcedony, the emerald, the sar- 
donyx, the sardius, the chrysolite, the 
beryl, the topaz, the chrysoprase, the 
acinth and) the amethyst. Oh, the 
beauty, the exuberance, the infinite 
varicty, of the colors of the precious 
stones of the walls of hoaven!

TOLLS FROM HUDSON BAY. 


Canada's Jurisdiction Asserted and 
Maintained. 


The, Canadian Department of Cus- 
toms recently established a customs 
port of entry at Burwell, the harbor 
to the west of Cape Chudley, on Hud- 
son Strait, thereby solving the prob- 
ler of asserting and maintaining Can- 
adian. jurisdiction over Hudson's Bay 
and the more northerly waters. The 
first collections of duties were made 
by Major Moodie, of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, three years ago, and 
were paid willingly by the Scottish 
whalers operating in the north, and 
with Jess readiness by the United 
States whalers in Hudson's Bay. Du- 
ties were exacted only upon such 
goods as the skippers declared were 
intended for trading with the Eski- 
mos, ships’ stores being untaxed. 
Sincé that time there has been no 
trouble, captains of United States ves- 
sels readily complying with the Can- 
adian, regulations, 

Tt has been intended to extend the 
jurisdiction of the Canadiana North- 
west Mounted Police over the entire 
Hudson Bay and adjacent districts 
in Franklin, by menns of a series 
of posts, and to maintain communi- 
cation between them by means of a 
vatrol steamer. For this purpose the 
touville was built at the Canadian 
Government shipyard in Sorel. 
a few weeks ago‘it was decided that 
her servites would hot be" require: 
as the police had established an ove 
Innd> route from Fort Churchill on 
Hudson Bay to Winnipeg, while the 
compliance of forcign whaling masters 
with the/customs laws seemed to ren: 
der the outlay for a patrol vessel un- 
neeessary. 

Although whaling in Hudson Bay 
has fallen off so that the ey is 
this year prosecuted by but one Unit- 
ed States vessel, there are still whal- 
ing stations at Frobisher and Cumber- 
land and the Canadian Government is 
expected to have these northern wat- 
ers regularly patrolled every summer

CHILDREN FOR CANADA. 


English Social Reformer Advocates 
Child Colonies In the Dominion. 


Airs. Ellinor C. L. Close, the yell 
known English social reformer, in a 
letter recently published in The Lon- 
don Daily Mirror, deplores the ex- 
pense “and unpractical methods of 
Tearing poor children in English insti- 
tutions, and continues: 

“Now, as a substitute for this cost- 
ly and unpractical upbringing, I sug- 
gested that a nambder of small farms 
should be bought in the Maritime or 
eastern provinces of Canada, where, 
at less than one-third of the above 
mentioned capital cost, we can ob- 
tain comfortable, old-established dairy 
farms, within easy reach of railways, 
schools, und shops. There are many 
for sale, owing to the young people 
going west, where the country is unfit 
ce Betinne such as we have to deal 
with. 





Children Now Vigorous. 

“As an object fesson I bought a 
far 15 miles from St. John, the capi- 
tal of New Brunswick. It is in charge 
of.two English ladies, Miss Dunn and 
Miss Row, and of my own Canadian 
farmer and his wife, and is overlooked 
by a committee of local ladies and 
gentlemen. - 

“There the thirteen weakly, anae- 
mic slum children whom I took out 
last year have become vigorous, use- 
ful, handy girls and boys, intensely 
proud of their home, and working 
keenly on the farm or in the house, 
just us all the neighboring farmers’ 
children do; with whom they associate 
and attend the excellent village school 
on terms of perfect equality. 

“My capital expenditure, which 
covers 180 acres of land, all farm 
stock, etc., works out at £76 per child, 
on a basis of twenty children, for 
which the farm is adapted. Thia shows 
an ¢conomy: of about £200 per child, 
or £4,000 per group of Grpntyechilds 
ren, which is the largest number ever 
put on one farm. 

At One-Third English Cost. 

“The maintenance of the children 
works out at £23 per head for the 
first year, but this has naturally been 
somewhat experisive, owing to our 
inexperience and to the farm not hav- 
ing been fully stocked until October. 

“In England ‘maintenance’ varies 
from, £39 to £47 at Chorlton, in Lan- 
cashire, and an average of some 30,- 
000 chilren is £33 9s. per head per 
annum, therefore here again’ my 
scheme shows a great economy, which 
those who have the custody of child- 
ten will do well to bear in mind: 

“The journcy of a child [rom Lon- 
don to my farm costa £2. 12s. -Gd.. 
which includes food throughout. As 
I write I have before ine the details 
of the expenses incurred in sendinz 
one litte child from a London work- 
house to a cottage in Surrey Inst year. 
They amount to £3-48. Od., which 
séems to be nos by any means an un- 
usual sum. : Atm 
~“To sum up, we have on our side 
children helpless, ignorant” of the 
world and of domestic life and duties, 
waited upon by officials day.and night 
at enormous expense. On the other 
side we have children leading a free 
country. life, in perfect environment, 
learning agricultare and all domestit 
work, among the kindest people in 
the world.:at one-third Englisr cost.

Sequel to Wreck of Liquor Car Near

Chatham, Oct. 30.—Sixteen of the 
most, prominent citizens of the local 
option town of Thamesville were 
brought before Justice of the Peace 
Ingalls of that place yesterday after- 
noon, with trespass and theft 
by the Grand Trunk Railway.

Added to this disgust- 
ing featare was the fact that the drip- 
pings consisted of a\mixture of part 
alcohol, part whiskey and part gin.
